the Univerſe, or the natural and the moral or 
intellectual Worlds. Thus, we ever, and 
every where may obſerve in the vegetable 
kingdom, Muſhrooms, and all other plants 
which ſpring up. ſuddenly, as ſuddenly fade, 
wither, and diſappear, They are neither ſound, 
ſalutary, nor laſting. Whereas the Cedar, the 
Oak, and every other Vegetable thing that 
grows, and ſpreads, and comes to maturity 
and perfection ſlowly, and imperceptibly, flou- 
riſnes and endures a proportionable number of 
years, or of centuries of years. In -the foffil or 
mineral Kingdom too, this rule or method of 
Providence holds equally good; arid among all 
Animals likewiſe, it is moſt obviouſly and un- 
erringly the caſe. | 
Thoſe inſets, for example, and other crea- 
tures that are produced and matured in a few 
hours, or in one Summer's day, exiſt no long- 
er. While thoſe which require many months, 
or many many years, to come to maturity, or 
to the perfection of their - bodily or mental 
faculties, live a proportioal length-of time, 
Perfectly agreeable to all this, is the ordi- 
nation of intellectual matters. Very carly, and 
very brilliant mental powers ſeldom are deep,
